“The male’s sharp little teeth 
then pierce the female’s skin and 
he begins to feed upon the blood 
of his gigantic mate,” Dr. Gregory 
explained. “And he hangs on with 
bulldog grip, the male is gradually 
transformed into a quasi-parasite 
and becomes attached to her for 
life. For that matter, the male is 
at no time able to support himself. 
He has no lure with which to bait 
fish and even if he had, his mouth 
is so small and his teeth so tiny 
that he could not feed himself.” 

Ichthyologists, Dr. Gregory ex- 
plained, think that nature chose 
this state of semi-parasitism to in- 
sure perpetuation of the species. 
Before this solution of the problem 
the chance of one of these fish 
finding lone wandering females in 
the dark spaces of the great deep 
were extremely slim. 

“But what the _  ichthvologists 
have not explained.” said the cura- 
tor. “is how or why such a meek 
and inoffensive little male fish 
should ever become ambitions 
enough and rash enough to press 
his unwelcome attentions upon a 
giantess of such frigid and fero- 
cious mien.”
